Quickly Spreading Flames 
Drive Men from Vessel 
Off Monterey 


(By United Presa Lease-* W ire ) 
SAN, FRANCISCO, 
March 3— 
The motorship Babinda of tho Ad­ 
miral Line, en route from Los An­ 
geles to 8an Francisco burned at 
sea off Santa Cruz, Calif., early 
today. 
Indication© this morning were 
that ship and cargo were a total 
loss, according to tho Admiral line 
officers hers. 
Captain Maland and his crew of 
twenty-four abandoned the vessel 
and were picked up by the steam ­ 
er Celito at 5:10 a. rn. 
The fire originated in the en­ 
gine room, according to a message 
received by the Radio Corporation 
of America here. 
It was discover­ 
ed at 3:40 a. rn. 
So rapidly did it spread that at 
4:30 the fight had to be given up 
and the ship abandoned. 
The men 
were at sea in the small boats 40 
m inutes before being- picked up 
by the Celito. 
The Celito left during the morn­ 
ing with the 
crew, 
probably to 
bring them to San Francisco. 
The Babinda 
was 
a vessel of 
8,000 tons and 
carried 
genera] 
cargo in the coastwise trade. 
A portion of her cargo was for 
Portland, Ore., to which port she 
was to have proceeded from San 
Francisco.

The principle of employing a trained expert to 
manage city affairs was borrowed from the well- 
governed cities of Europe, and over and over again 
it has proved not only its theoretic soundness but 
its practical efficiency. 
Never has it failed in any 
degree or respect when an honest and capable man­ 
ager was employed and given a free hand. 
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If, as the controller of the currency says, the coun­ 
try has too much gold, why don’t the banks let a 
little of it circulate, so people can see how unfortun 
ate they are?

FOLLOW THE MILKY WAY 


A committee of Londoners has been in this coun­ 
try studying milk laws and regulations in the various 
cities with a view to bettering conditions in England. 
The Londoners are high in their praise of the way 
the milk problem is handled in the cities which they 
have visited. 
They are eager to return to England 
and spread the gospel there. 
They have been espe­ 
cially imprssed with the co-operation between pro­ 
ducers, distributors, civic authority* and physicians. 
They observed with the greatest interest the ac­ 
tivities of women’s clubs and their work in leading 
public opinion to demand a better milk supply. 
“Your baby clinics,” said one visitor, “ are a most 
valuable asset in the education of mothers in safe­ 
guarding child health as well as teaching them the 
importance of milk as food. 
We hope from the 
great fund of information gained in this country to 
bring about the co-operation which we need between 
the authorities and distributors in London, to secure 
the same splendid results which you have here.” 
It is pleasant to think of this. simple, sane health 
propaganda of plenty of pure milk for little children, 
spreading around the world. 
America well may be 
proud of her pioneering in this work. 
But however 
flattering it may be to have other nations turn to us 
for guidance in establishing adequate milk systems 
in their countries, it should not be forgotten that a 
deal of work remains to be done along the milky way 
in most American communities. 


The 
strongest 
objection to the refunding plan 
agreed on for the British debt is that it grants the 
British government a lower rate of interest than 
our own government has to pay for the money it bor-] 
rowed and lent to Great Britain. 
That would be a 
valid objection if there were any prospect of the 
situation remaining as it is. 
Bankers point out, however, that American bonds 
used to pay regularly 3 per cent or less, in normal 
times, and that the present war rates are sure to 
fall.

considered likely that before much of the 82-year 
period provided for the British debt payment bas 
elapsed, our government will command all the meney 
it needs, for refunding or for new loans, at rates 
lower than the 3 1-2 per cent fixed for the British 
debt utter the first IO years 
Our own rates for 
j government securities may even drop to the 3 per 
cent allowed to Great Britain before that IO year 
period is ended. 
If there is more war, whether America is in it or 
not, the case may be different. 
But if there is 
another war as big as the last one. international 
debts may become utterly uncollectible. 
That is a 
problem by itself. After arranging for this particular 
plan of repayment, the United States may well renew 
its efforts to lessen the possibilities of war.
